The Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race started as 
a 4-H project back in 1934 headed by Jim Hartley, when 
participants fashioned "canoes" from pine boards and 
decided it would be a fun idea to start a new boat race 
tradition.

itself and the sentiment of tradition behind it remain 
unchanged - the Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race 
continues as a family ritual for many, and oftentimes 
a right of passage for the next generation of Rochester 
families, teaching a lesson or two about endurance, 
competition, teamwork, and the 'keep paddling' outlook 
on life. 

This year brings a new three-time champion team 
to the history of the boat race, with Dan Lawrence and 
Bill Watling III taking first place in the Open Division for 
three consecutive years. They received their Jim Hartley 
trophy the night of the race during an awards ceremony 
in the Rochester Memorial School gymnasium. The 
trophy is in Hartley's memory, the founder of the boat 
race. The last recipients of the Jim Hartley trophy were 
Sean Shaw and C.J. Hedges IV, winning the three-year 
trophy four times for 12 consecutive wins. 

Trophies are given to each contestant of the teams 
that come in first, second, and third place in each division. 

There is also the distinct honor of the Old Man 
River Award, given to the oldest participant in the 
boat race who finishes the race. The award can only be 
received once, even though they may be the oldest person 
in the race in subsequent years. 

This year's Old Man River award went to James 
Ziobro, age 60. The first Old Man River trophy was 
awarded back in 1979 in memory of Peter Balzarini, the

official starter who fired the starting gun for many years. 

Some fun facts about the 2015 race: There were 
66 teams competing in this year's race. The shortest racer 
was 4 feet tall, the tallest 6' 6''. The youngest was six years 
old, and the oldest 61, according to Race Coordinator Art 
Benner. The lightest participant weighed 65 pounds, the 
heaviest 255 pounds. 

Most of the racers were from Rochester with 71 
Rochester residents, and Mattapoisett came in second 
with 26. The participants who live farthest away this year 
are from Ecuador. There were also some contestants from 
Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, and Connecticut. 

The course, which has been known to sink 
or break a few boats in half, could have been worse, 
according to Benner. The water levels rose slightly from 
the previous week after a bit of rain. 

'Tt was kind of a struggle (this year),'' said 
Benner. "Not as much water, that's ideal, but it was better 
than last week." 

This year's race was dedicated to Charles 
"Chuck" Gonneville in honor of the many years he 
committed to the running and organizing of the boat race. 
In the gymnasium at RMS, a large American flag, which 
will remain, hung on the wall in Gonneville' s honor. 
Gonneville was also a custodian at the school, as well 
as a firefighter. During the awards ceremony, an empty 
chair draped with his firefighter coat, his helmet, and a 
mop was on display in the background as a symbol of the

After the short introduction, Lamoureux 
supposed Sweeney was a humble man, possibly of 
few words. Sweeney's words were few, but they were 
poignant, stirring the emotions of guests in the program 
and onlookers in attendance gathered in front of the 
Mattapoisett Library. 

There are only two things that scare him, said 
Sweeney. They are spiders and speaking in public. "And 
this is a first for me," Sweeney said, shaking off the nerves 
with a few chuckles from the crowd. 

He has been home from Afghanistan for two 
years now, "But things are still pretty fresh." Sweeney 
continued, "But this day isn't about me." It's about the 
warriors who have gone before him, he said. 

"Today is about honoring and remembering 
those who never came home." Sweeney said he and the 
veterans seated behind him and all those who enlist, all 
sign the same check made out to the United States of 
America "in the amount of and including our lives." 

"[And some of them] cashed that check in the 
name of freedom," said Sweeney. He then began reading 
the names of local fallen heroes, beginning with Marine 
Lance Corporal Matthew Rodriguez who was killed in 
Afghanistan in December 2013. Sweeney then listed a 
number of names of those killed in action from the South 
Coast area. 

"I could stand here all day and list the names of 
our fallen comrades," Sweeney said. 

Sweeney encouraged those in attendance to go 
home afterwards to enjoy a cookout, a barbeque with 
friends, any way they like and not to feel guilty in anyway 
about celebrating on Memorial Day. 

"Just enjoy it. It's what we fought for and what 
we died for," Sweeney said. "Don't ever feel guilty....

During the ceremony. Representative William 
Straus also delivered a speech recognizing the missing 
presence of Evelyn Pursley who served at the American 
Legion Post 280 for many decades and died on August 24, 
2014 at the age of 92. 

''It's something to get over that she couldn't be 
with us," said Straus, "and we feel that loss." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Jordan Collyer in 
his speech stressed the importance of supporting veterans' 
services such as the American Legion whose membership 
dwindles year after year. 

"As membership dwindles . . . their support 
dwindles," said Collyer. "The Legion is under a lot 
of stress. . ." The Legion, he reminded guests, is what 
organizes community events such as the Memorial Day 
ceremony. "It's getting tougher and tougher to keep things 
going." 

Denham echoed those sentiments in his address to 
guests, saying the Legion is having a hard time trying to 
keep its doors open. Denham, who recently stepped into 
the Vets Agent for the Town of Marion - regionalizing the 
three Vets Services Offices - said last October there was 
only one veteran in Marion receiving benefits, much lower 
than the seven in Rochester and the 12 in Mattapoisett. 

"Marion is now from one to eight people," said 
Denham. There were seven vets in Marion that should 
have been collecting veterans' benefits, but were not due 
to a lack of awareness of the program.

My dog started limping all of a sudden and isn't eating all that 
well Just last week he was limping on a different leg hut it went 
away. I've seen no blood, what is the problem? 
Dogs are seldom idle creatures, and often aren't aware 
of the environment. It's not uncommon for dogs to break 
nails, bones, get cuts or puncture wounds. The issue comes 
when there seems to be no evidence of trauma. New 
England is home to ticks which carry many diseases, lyme 
being the most common. Most share similar symptoms and 
may cause lameness of one or more legs from inflammation 
of the joints. This can be painful and may cause limping. 
This issue should be addressed immediately as not to 
let the disease progress. They are harder to get rid of the 
longer you wait. Many also have an incubation period of 
up to 3 months before symptoms occur. This means your 
dog may already be farther along than you think. A simple, 
8 minute blood test can determine if any of the diseases 
are present. If so, dogs are found to respond quite well to 
antibiotics and anti-inflammatory medications.

Chairman Arnold Johnson encouraged everyone 
on the board to attend the town meeting. 

"Everyone here try and make it. I think it's 
important when the Planning Board is coming forward 
with legislation, especially like this,'' said Johnson. 'Tt 
shows we have worked together on this for quite a while 
and in conjunction with ZBA. I think it's important for 
the townspeople if we show up.

Legal Smoking Age May Increase in Marion 

Marion Board of Health

The Town of Marion might soon raise the legal 
age for purchasing tobacco and nicotine products from 
18 to 21 years with a new ordinance that Board of Health 
members hope will curb underage smoking. 

The board was first contacted in March 2014 by 
Dr. Lester Hartman, senior pediatrician at Westwood/ 
Mansfield Pediatrics. Hartman stated in an email that he 
had been collaborating with a Harvard pediatric professor 
named Dr. Jonathan Winickoff to promote a new ''Tobacco 
21" bill for Massachusetts towns.

issue of The New England Journal of Medicine, Winickoff et 
al. cited New York City Mayor Michael Bloomberg's 2013 
Tobacco 21 bill ''imposing the strictest age restrictions on 
tobacco sales of any major U.S. city." 

According to the article, "The law stops short of 
making possession of tobacco products by persons under 
21 a crime, placing the responsibility on retailers under 
penalty of civil fines." 

The federal minimum age set by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) to purchase tobacco products 
is 18; however, regulations allow individual states and 
local municipalities to impose a stricter age minimum. 

Since New York, seven other Massachusetts 
towns have followed by adopting 21 years of age as the 
legal minimum to purchase tobacco. The Tobacco 21 
initiative is growing, with other Massachusetts towns also 
considering adopting the regulations set by the Tobacco 
21 Act. 

By considering data collected by other towns 
post-Tobacco 21 regulations, the Marion Board of Health, 
as well as Marion Health Director Karen Walega, stated 
on May 26 that they favor the stricter age minimum and 
will move ahead with drafting the language for the new 
ordinance to be vetted by any concerned residents during 
a public hearing in the near future. 

"I am for the 21 and over," said Board of Health 
member Albin Johnson. "The longer that you can put off 
people's access to smoking, the better."

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Opponents to the Tobacco 21 Act make arguments 
on several fronts, including questioning the effectiveness 
of raising the minimum age and the infringement on 
individuals' legal right to make decisions on their health. 

Data provided by Winickoff et al. shows that the 
Town of Needham, the first Massachusetts town to go 
Tobacco 21 in 2005, saw its smoking rate cut almost in half 
while nearby communities saw a lesser decrease. 

"The percentage decline in Needham was nearly 
triple that of its neighbors,'' Winickoff et al. state in their 
article, "contradicting the hypothesis that young people 
will simply shift their purchases to surrounding towns."

Here is a look at the seventh week of scheduled 
games for Old Rochester Regional High School spring 
athletics. 

Baseball: The boys' baseball team started their 
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week off with a tough 2-1 loss to out-of-conference Coyle- 
Cassidy. Despite an RBI double from Sam Henrie and an 
overall strong pitching effort by senior Brendan Deverix, 
the Bulldogs were unable to squeak out a victory, marking 
only their third loss of the season.

Henrie, Jordan Menard, and Austin Salkind 
all had three hits apiece, with Bryant Salkind and John 
Breault adding two hits apiece. Defensively, the Bulldogs 
played well, with Henrie picking up another shutout from 
the pitcher's mound and strong fielding throughout.

Softball: The Lady Bulldogs had a less than 
ideal week, suffering two losses to drop their overall 
record to 8-10. Early in the week, the girls suffered a 
13-4 loss to Seekonk and were later defeated by Bishop 
Stang, 8-3. Despite the loss, Kaleigh Goulart played well, 
hitting a two-run homerun in the top of the first inning. 
Sophomore Hannah Guard also provided some offensive 
heft with two hits during the game. 

Boys' Track: Both of the track teams competed in 
the sec Championship Meet this week, which features 
the best athletes across the conference. The boys' team 
placed third overall with 60 points, only behind Dighton- 
Rehoboth and Seekonk. ORR had several impressive 
performances on the day, notably from Kevin Saccone 
and Ben Rounseville. Rounseville claimed the 400-hurdle 
title in 60.53 seconds, while Saccone won three events 
- the long jump, triple jump, and 110-meter hurdles. 
On both the boys' and girls' sides, ORR athletes swept 
the hurdles events, showing the depth of the Bulldog 
hurdling program.

Other top finishers for the Lady Bulldogs included Sam 
Ball (second, mile), Lexi Af onso (second, long jump), 
Arden Goguen (third, 100-meter), Nicole Mattson 
(second, 400-meter) and Nina Bourgeois (second, 
800-meter). The win also marked the sixth consecutive 
year the ORR girls have won the team portion of the meet. 

Girls' Tennis: The girls' tennis team earned 
two big wins this week, one over Bishop Stang and one 
over Case. Against Stang, the girls won 4-1 thanks to 
individual wins from Julia Nojeim (first singles), Morgan 
Middleton (second singles), Olivia Belief euille (third 
singles), and KK Bindas and Sophie Church (second 
doubles). The girls went on to shutout Case 5-0, with all 
previously mentioned players earning wins, and with 
Amy Bichajian and Emma Collings adding a win at first 
doubles. The girls' record currently stands at 13-4 overall. 

Boys' Lacrosse: This week, the boys' lacrosse 
team earned a huge 18-5 win over Bishop Stang. 
Previously in the season, the boys won their first game 
against Bishop Stang despite an altercation between the 
two teams that led to the police being called. This week, 
the boys' managed to defend that victory thanks to a 
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trifecta effort from Landon Goguen, Ethan Lizotte, and 
Thomas Mclntyre. The sophomore, senior, and freshman 
each scored four goals apiece to power the ORR offense 
to their 14*^ victory of the season. Other goals for the 
boys came from Charlie Tirrell (2), Ryan Manning, Jack 
Devlin, Kyler Berry, and Nick Rego.

Annual Meeting of the Sippican Historical Society to be 
held Tuesday, June 9 at Marion's Music Hall. The meeting 
will begin at 7:00 pm and will feature a brief wrap-up of 
the Society's business year, followed by the posthumous 
presentation to Richard A. Anderson of the 2015 SHS 
Award, honoring dedicated service and commitment to 
the preservation and enrichment of the Town of Marion. 

The evening's main event will be a lecture and 
image presentation by Halsey Herreshoff, member of 
the legendary yacht design and sailing family. The H-12 
Fleet has been racing at Beverly Yacht Club every week 
in the summer since 1915, a benchmark which SHS is 
celebrating jointly with the BYC in this co-sponsored 
lecture. The Historical Society will also feature a 
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photographic exhibit on the H-12 throughout the summer. 
Often referred to as the best small boat design ever for 
its perfect proportions and expert construction, it was 
created in 1914 by Halsey's grandfather, Nathanael G. 
Herreshoff . Designed essentially as a learning boat for 
young sailors, the llVi-iooi boat remains one of the 
most long-lived and popular one-design classes in New 
England. As a testament to their reputation for excellence, 
the small boats are still actively raced in Sippican Harbor 
a century after their introduction to the area. In fact, the 
2015 H Class Championship will be held at The Beverly 
Yacht Club this summer, from July 31 - August 2, with 40 
of the timeless 12V^-footers expected to race in Marion that 
weekend.

Zoster Vaccine Availability 

The Marion-Rochester Health District, in 
collaboration with the Marion Board of Health and the 
Rochester Board of Health is pleased to announce a 
continuation of the Zoster (commonly known as Shingles) 
Immunization Program. 

Shingles is a condition that can present in 
individuals who had Chickenpox as a disease when they 
were younger. The Chickenpox virus remains dormant 
in the body after the childhood illness but can present 
as a "Shingles" rash later in life. This rash can be quite 
painful, and often is accompanied by blisters. The rash 
usually lasts for 2-4 weeks. The Zoster vaccine has been 
shown in clinical trials to reduce the risk of shingles

pain of shingles in those who get shingles even though 
they have been immunized. 

Currently, there are a limited number of doses of 
Zoster vaccine available through the Marion-Rochester 
Regional Health District. 

Insurance coverage for the Zoster vaccine is 
highly variable. Pre-approval from insurance companies 
is required prior to administering the vaccine. In some 
cases, co-pays may apply or residents may be asked 
to pay for the vaccine at time of service and seek 
reimbursement from their insurance company.

Eat with Me. Starring Sharon Omi and Teddy Chen 
Culver. Directed by David Au. Running time: 95 
minutes. 

Eat with Me began life as a short film (2003's 
Fresh Like Strawberries), and maybe it should' ve 
stayed one. The story really doesn't gain from being 
expanded to feature length. Emma (Sharon Omi), 
on the outs with her husband, moves in with her 
gay son Elliot (Teddy Chen Culver), who owns a 
failing Chinese restaurant. Mother and son have 
never properly talked about his sexuality. A lot of 
stuff happens that feels like padding. Elliot gets a 
Brit boyfriend, Ian (Aidan Bristow), who's in a band. 
Emma hangs out with Elliot's extroverted neighbor 
Maureen (Nicole Sullivan) and gets high on ecstasy 
by mistake. 

This is a personal, somewhat 
autobiographical film for its writer-director David 
Au, who doesn't run a restaurant but whose parents 
did have some of the same troubles Elliot's parents 
do. It's a shame that Au doesn't pull anything 
especially compelling out of his experiences. Like 
many other indie filmmakers, Au makes his living 
by editing, and some of Eat with Me feels a bit over- 
edited ~ not in terms of speed but cross-cutting. 
An early sequence goes back and forth between 
Elliot's tryst with a friend- with-benefits and Emma 
in Elliot's apartment finding his beefcake magazines. 
All this accomplishes is derailing any erotic rhythm 
(this is a fairly chaste movie, fading to tasteful black 
when things start heating up). 

Sharon Omi and Teddy Chen Culver also 
starred in the earlier short film, and they acquit 
themselves calmly and well (except when Emma 
freaks out on ecstasy). The expanded cast, including 




a pregnant server whose condition affects the plot 
not at all, tends to distract from what should be the 
central conflict ~ the confused Emma dealing with 
Elliot's sexuality, and Elliot dealing with his parents' 
estrangement. Maureen, the next-door neighbor, is 
too baldly conceived as The Wacky, Life- Affirming 
Neighbor, and comedic actress Nicole Sullivan often 
goes too big in close-ups or makes weird noises. 
The effect is that Maureen seems to be trying to 
monopolize everyone's attention, including ours. 

Eat with Me was shot, unaccountably, in a 
very wide format, which seems too overbearing for 
such a tiny movie. Au doesn't use the wide frame 
terribly artfully, and the color scheme is drab more 
often than not. Towards the finish, for no apparent 
reason other than that the filmmakers could get 
him, George Takei shows up as himself, counseling 
Emma on gay matters, because presumably he's 
the expert on being gay and Asian- American. Takei 
brings some theatrical brio to his few minutes, 
but the marketing is pimping the poor man as 
though he were a supporting player throughout. 
For full metal Takei, I refer you to the mild but 
affable documentary To Be Takei. For a great Asian 
foodie movie that deals with identity and family, I 
recommend Ang Lee's Eat Drink Man Woman, which 
David Au cites as his favorite film. At least he has 
good taste in movies.
